Stolen bonds of $12,000 par value, 
part of $49,000 worth of securities 
taken in the robbery March 18 of 
Joseph Siegfried, Evansville (TIll.) 
money lender, are now in the pos- 
session cf the National Indemnity 
Exchange, 3820 Washington boule- 
vard, 

Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch to- 
day disclosed that the company 
bought the bonds from Wiliam H. 
Morgens, 4435 Westminster place, 


president of Morgens Bros. Clean- 
ing Co., 3407 Olive street. Mor- 
gens purchased the bonds for $9000 
one week after the rcbbery and sold 
them to the National Indemnity Ex- 
change the same day for $10,800. 

Morgens and John L Corley, 
manager of the National Indemnity 
Exchange and the National Fire 
Insurance Exchange, are trustees 
of a guaranty fund of the insur- 
ance companies, out of which the 
bonds were: purchased from Mor- 
gens. Corley has demanded that 
Mcrgens substitute other securities 
Or take them back at the price the 
insurance companies paid for 
them. 

Morgens Tells of Deal. 

Morgens bought the bonds for 
$9009 through Mike Papesh, book- 
keeper for several finance compa- 
nies- which Morgens operates. 
“Papesh told me that-one of cur 
customers had some bonds he was 
willing to sell cheap,” -Morgens said 
to a reporter. “The customer was 
Vito de Roun, 724 Bayard avenue, 
to whom we had made loans on 
automobiles. His transacticns with 
us always had been satisfactory. 

“De Roun said he needed money 
to build a house and that the con- 
tractor would accept $12,000 in 
bonds he had inherited from his 
mother if a ready sale could be ar- 
ranged.” 

Bernard T. Trible, a painting 
contractor, 4532 Newberry Terrace, 
whose automobile license was iden- 
tified as that of a machine used in 
the Siegfried robbery,’ and ‘who 
with de Roun is at liberty under 
bond charged with complicity in 
the robbery, called on Morgens and 
Papesh next day. He asked $85 
each for the $100 par value bonds. 
At Morgens’ request, Trimble 


ye furnished a list of the securities, 


and Morgens directed Vice Presi- 
dent Krone, investment officer of 
the Grand National Bank, to deter- 
mine their value through Ss. W. 
Straus & Co. of Chicago, the com- 
pahy which issued the bonds. The 
Straus company replied it would 
purchase the bonds at about $90 
each. 

Explains Low Purchase Price. 

“With this information from the 
Straus company,” Morgens contin- 
ued, “there was no doubt-in my 
mind that the bonds were all right. 
I have since learned that a list of 
the stolen securities wag furnished 
Straus right after the robbery. So 
I made a deal with Corley to sell 
the bonds to the guaranty fund of 
the insurance companies at $90, 
or $10,800 for the lot. 

'“T Knew, as a trustee of the fund. 
the insurance companies were al- 


;Wways in the market for good se- 


curities. I authorized Papesh to 
‘purchase t m at $75 and he did. 
[I thought at the time that the 
reason the owners were willing to 
sell at a figure considerably lower 
than the market was because they 
did not know how the actual value 
could be determined.” 

Will Resist Recovery. 
Morgens said he had agreed to 
repurchase the bonds from the 
guaranty fund, but as an innocent 
purchaser would resist any at- 
tempt on the part of the original 
owner to recover them. Papesh 
was unable to recall whether he 
paid Trimble by check or cash, but 
remembered that he received a 
$10,800 cashier's check from the 
guaranty fund as-the purchase

hall revelry last night with ma- 
chine guns and pistols as he stood 
at a player plano ready to drop 
another nickel. 

He wag shot several times in

bearing Illinois license plates. 

James Kelly, fingerprint expert 
of the Chicago Police Department, 
definitely identified the body as 
that of Zuta this afternoon. 

The license plates on the killers’ 
cats were traced to two taxicab 
drivers in Chicago, who said the 
plates had been stolen. The men 
were held, however, for investiga- 
tion. 

Twenty or so pairs were danc< 
ing in the Lakeview Motel Annex, 
at Upper Nemahbin Lake, near 
Delafield, when the five men en- 
tered. Their victim was known 
at the resort as J. H. Goodman, 
Aurora, lil. 

Shot as He Lies on Fioor, 

One of the gangsters carried a 
machine gun, another a riot gun, 
a third shot Goodman with a pis- 
tol Then the machine and riot 
guns were turned on him as he lay 
on the dance hali floor. Bathers 
rushed up from the lake but were 
turned back by the gunmen. 

County police, within an hour, 
found that the automobile used by 
Goodman at the resort had plates 
issued to Albert Bratz, reputed 
gunman for Zuta. The mark on 
the victim's clothes “8.

The demonstrators rormed a pa- 
rade yesterday afternoon to com- 
memorate the death of B. G. Tilak, 
a Nationalist leader, on Aug. l, 
1920. When they reached the fort 
or business area they were refused 
admittance because police thought 
traffic might be disorganized. 
They sat and remained ther all 
night, even through a rainstorm, 
with the. police watching them. 

At 6:30 o’clock this morning Sir

the Bombay Goverament, arrived 
to confer with Police Commissioner 
Healy. Shortly afterward the po- 
lice official went to Patel and his 
companions and asked them either 
to disperse the demonstration or 
submit to arrest.

Dale Jackson III, it will be 
recalled, was forced to retire from the 
present flight five years ago when he 
suffered an attack of appendicitis and 
the surgeons refused to perform the op- 
eration in the plane. 

Immediately afterward, O’Brine had 
the interior of the fuselage remodeled 
into a four-room apartment; his fiancee. 
a minister and four friends were trans- 
ferred to the plane, and the wedding was 
performed without interrupting the 
flight. 

Forest Jr. goes to and from the pre- 
kindergarten school by way of the re- 
fueling plane. 

The O’Brines are fully determined to 
set a record that will stand for all time 
by making the flight their life’s work, 
the American Aeronautical Association 
having recently handed down the far- 
sighted ruling that all future refueling 
endurance records must be made within 
the lifetime of the pilot who first takes 
up the ship. If the O'Brines can stay 
aloft for 60 years more, we can be rea- 
sonably sure that no one but an excep- 
tionally long-lived pilot will ever sur- 
pass their accomplishment.

| "THE PRIMARY CHAOS. 

We douht if there is a citizen in St. Louis who will 
be abie to cast a really intelligent vote in Tuesday's 
primary. The problem is about as near chaos as 
could well he devised. It is difficult to imagine 
how a more hopelessly bewildering task could be 
contrived. There are 452 candidates for 177 offices. 
‘That ts the segment of the directory which appears 
on the Board of Election Commissioners’ Notice of 
the Primary Election. To be sure, no voter will 
have to make his selection from that mob. Never- 
theless, he will have to choose from a considerable 
multitude. | 

The Bureau of Municipal Research, in an admir- 
able analysis of the proposition, depicts the plight 
of the conscientious Republican voter in the sixteenth 
ward, where 78 persons are running for 32 offices. 
Admittedly this is the “farthest north” in the pri- 
mary’s entangled impracticability, but Republican and 
Democratic voters in all wards will, supposedly, un- 
dertake to pass discriminatingly upon a legion of as- 
pirants. Manifestly it can’t be done. The candidates, 
with occasional exceptions, are just so many names 
to the voter, who does not know and has.no way 
of knowing their qualifications for the offices sought. 

Thanks to the Bar Association’s indorsements, the 
citizen may vote competently for candidates for the 
Circuit bench and other local judicial offices. Else 
wise it is a plunge in the dark. 

The. primary as an agency for registering authen- 
tic party preference is a failure. So far from enabling 
the party rank and file to nominate candidates, the 
primary has effectually smothered the rank and file. 
As a consequence only a small percentage of voters 
participate in this vital function. As a further con- 
sequence, the primary has entrenched the party ma- 
chine in power. 

Eventually this cumbersome primary machinery 
will be scrapped. The short ballot is offered as sound 
solution and is working satisfactorily where adopted. 
By the short ballot, only those offices are elective 
which have to do with administrative policies. There 
are few such offices. Accordingly, the public can in- 
form itself as to the men who offer thcmselves. as 
candidates and make an intelligent choice. The men 
elected to those offices are authorized to appoint the 
clerks and routine subordinates tn their respective de- 
partments. Naturally this centralizes power in a few 
heads, but if the power is not capably exercised the 
public can get rid of these incapable officials. We 
shall have to try some such plan here. . 

Meantime it is the duty of the citizen to take part 
in the present primary and make the best choice that 
he can. \ 

DOINGS IN CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 

Czecho-Slovakia has gone on a name-changing orgy. 

Prague is now Praha, Pressburg is Bratislava and so 
on. But the most egregious one is changing Pilsen to 
Pizen. First reports were that the name was Pizen, 
leading the Chicago Tribune to remark, “There is a 
change which will gratify the W. C. T. U. The la- 
dies might help things along with the slogan, ‘When 
you think of beer, think of Pizen.’ ” 
Changing old and famous names may nourish 
Czecho-Slovakian pride, but they might at least have 
selected new names of agreeable sound. However, 
perhaps that is too much to expect of a country which 
gave up the euphonious and richly connotative name 
of Bohemia, and has inflicted upon the puzzled 
larynxes of the world the cacophonous cognomen, 
Czecho-Slovakia. 
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VANITY FAIR’S HALL OF OBLIVION. 

For years Vanity Fair has indulged itself in the 
exquisite luxury of nominating a few persons each 
month to its own hall of fame. It is a pleasant way 
of acknowledging talent and achievement in such 
fields as arts, letters, science and public @ffairs. Re- 
cently the magazine decided to engage in the more 
exquisite luxury of satisfying its prejudices against 
persons it does not like. So opposite the page of bou- 
quets is now one upon which a small, select group 
is nominated for oblivion. In each case a handsome 
photograph of the victim is accompanied by a bill of 
particulars. Among past nominations are Bernarr 
Macfadden, under whose direction the New York 
tabloid established new lows in journalistic taste and 
deportment; Richard Halliburton, the romantic young 
man who writes beoks about himself, and Senator 
Brookhart, who dines and then tells of the contra- 
band served at dinner. 

In the August number are nominated for oblivion 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, “because he has never done 
a foolish thing (politically) and never said a wise 
one”; Mrs. Lowell F. Hobart, president-general of the 
D. A. R., “because under her belligerent leadership 
the Daughters are Tories whose prejudices would 
have horrified the. splendid ancestors who made their 
descendants eligible”; Elinor Glyn, author of “Three 
Weeks,” which started “a saccharine and untrue 
school of literature that seems to be unquenchable,” 
and coiner of the expression, “It,” “because she has 
made thousands of otherwise useful members of s0- 
ciety conscious of a sex appeal which they do not 
possess”; Francis Scott McBride, head of ‘the, Anti- 
Saloon League, “because he employs the morality 
of a Spanish fnquisitor, and the methods of an Amer- 
ican go-getter”; and James J. Cannon Jr., whose in- 
clusion in this list needs no further explanation 
from us. : 

Admittedly a cruel and extreme form of criticism, 
and in some cases possibly unjust, it is nevertheless 
an effective way to deflate reputations swollen to ab- 
surd proportions.

A free Eads Bridge would be a great thing for St. 
Louis and if the city had the $140,000 to pay for the

CHICAGO NEWSPAPER MEN ACQUITTED. 

It is gratifying to learn that the Chicago press gen- 
erally has come out of the ordeal of a grand jury in- 
vestigation with clean hands. The black paint with 
which it was smeared by rumors, insinuations, 
charges indicating that Chicago newspaper men were 
the partners of criminal gangsters and racketeers and 
reaping the profits of lawlessness, has faded out in 
the light of legal inquiry. 

The grand jury found that the testimony of Brund- 
idge, who used the paint brush recklessly in an effort 
to make a sensational exposure of press corruption 
in Chicago, was mere hearsay, for which no corrobo- 
rating evidence could be found. 

The case of Lingle, the Chicago Tribune reporter, 
remains as the one instance of racketeering and graft 
on the part of a newspaper reporter. That case has 
not been -cleared up. There Was a black sheep here 
and there, but there are black sheep in all professions 
and occupations. One employe in the business office 
of a newspaper was indicted for fraud and another 
was ousted in the same case. One reporter of abil- 
ity and standing admitted having had an interest in 
a “speakeasy” three years ago and was dismissed. One 
reporter had visited Al Capone and consorted with 
him for several days for the purpose of getting a 
news story, but if that is a crime, excellent and thor- 
oughly honest news men would be under indictment.

HEBREW IN HIGH SCHOOL. 

New York is preparing to claim honors as tbé& first 
city to teach Hebrew as a high school cou¥se. The 
new Abraham Lincoln School in Brooklyh, to be 
opened in September, will include the subject in its 
curriculum. However, if sufficient St. Louis stu- 
dents elect this course, New York will have to divide 
the honor with two schools here—Central and Soldan. 

It is altogether fitting that Hebrew language and 
literature should be a high schoo! subject. Entirely 
apart from its religious usage, Hebrew has a high 
“historical and cultural significance,” as the Board 
of Education phrased its statement authorizing the 
course. Nor, as explained by a contributed article in 
another column, has Hebrew ever become a “dead” 
language, despite a lineage extending far into an- 
tiquity. Formerly a tongue pursued chiefly by the 
theological student, .it is now recognized as opening 
the gateway to a living and modern literature, as 
well as affording introduction to cultures of the past, 
ancestors of our present-day civilization. 

St. Louis students with intellectual curiosity, who 
are attracted to pursuit of the humanities, will find 
it worth their while to enroll in the course, and 
begin patiently the study of its abecedarian “aleph, 
beth, gimel, daieth.”

Introduction of Hebrew to St. Louis student youth will acquaint them with one of 
oldest and richest literatures: true understanding of Bible comes only by reading 
it in tongue employed by prophets and psalmists; language has taken on new 
individuality and life with use by creators of modern Jewish poetry and novels.

stitute experience, The material which 
literature employs is experience or igs an 
expression of life. Through the nedium of 
language, literature underakes to present 
such experience and to bring it home to 
the understanding of the reader. With the 
introduction of the study of Hebrew in the 
St. Louis high schools, our student youth 
will be given the opportunity to acquaint 
themselves with the experiences or the ex- 
pressions of life of one of the oldest na- 
tions in the world and with one of the 
richest universal literatures—Hebrew. 

The greatest book the world has thus far 
produced, the Bible, is the creation of the 
Hebrew prophets and teachers. This beok, 
which is the most remarkable piece of 
Welt-literature and has been translated into 
every civilized tongue in the world, will now 
be accessible to hundreds of students who 
have thus far been either unaware of its 
cultural value or became aware of it 
vaguely through a shadow of a translation. 

When Llewellyn Powys planned to write 
an interpretation of the Bible, he went to 
live in Palestine for that purpose. The re- 
sult was the amazing book, “The Cradle of 
God.” Thus, he who wants to understand 
and appreciate the Jewish contribution to 
civilization must of necessity know Hebrew. 

The intrinsic beauty of the Bible lies re- 
vealed only in the original.Hebrew. . The 
great works—Talmud, Midrashim, medieval 
literature—are mostly still untranslated into 
English. Translation, no matter how bril- 
liantly done, cannot adequately convey the 
true soirit of these works. They must be 
read in the original to be appreciated. 

The influence of Hebrew thought upon 
the mental and spiritual development of 
the world is universally recognized. The 
beginnings of the world's three greatest re- 
ligions are to be traced back to the words 
of Hebrew prophets and teachers. 


It is a fact that the Hebrews first ac- 
quired and exercised their nationhood in 
Palestine; that it was there they developed 
a nationa] culture, language, policy, re- 
ligion, cystoms, traditions; there their 
prophets taught, and their psalmists sang: 
there they created and completed the won- 
derful treasury of spiritual wisdom and 
ethical lore, the Bible, whose ‘civilizing in- 
fluence fs for all time and all mankind.

With $23,850 Cash De- 
posits, $78,000 in Debt 
Under New Owner. 


HEARING BEFORE 
BANKRUPTCY REFEREE 


Kaufman Bros. at Cairo, 


Ill., Acquired by Spring- 
field Max. Without Cent 
of His Own Money. 


How a solvent mercantile corpo- 
ration with a $23,850 cash deposit 
and a $100,000 credit rating be- 
came bankrupt in 10 weeks with 
an indebtedness of $78,000, was 
disclosed at a hearing yesterday of 
the Kaufman Bros. Dry Goods Co. 
before Referee in Bankruptcy Wal- 
ter Grant at East St.. Louis. 

Thirty years ago thrce brothers, 


Max, Adolph and Leo Kaufman, 
opened a small dry goods store at 
Cairo, lll. They were industrious 
and became wealthy, eventually 
organizing with $100,000 capital 
stock. Max and Adolph, before 
their deaths, were able to retire. 
Their stock was taken up and the 
business, one of the largest in 
Southern Illinois, was left to Leo 
Kaufman. 

Last year, Leo Kaufman decided 
to retire and disposed of the busi- 
ness on Sept. 1. The store at that 
time employed 3@ ,»ersons. Capital 
stock, then amounting to $38,500 at 
par, was owned by the Kaufman 
family and heirs. There was stock 
and fixtures valued at $26,000, 
cash deposits, $23,850, accounts re- 
ceivable, $4000, and the corpora- 
tion’s indebtedness was $7600. 

Bought by Springfield Man. 

Joseph A. Oberman of Spring- 
field, Ill, “dealer in merchandise 
for 20 years,” bought the business 
from Kaufman, without paying a 
cent of his own money, the testi- 
mony shows. 

By the sales agreement, Kaul- 
man retained the $23,850 cash, 
turned over the store and corpora- 
tion stock to Oberman, and re- 
teived, in addition, $13,000 from 
Oberman, who borrowed it from 
Ben Guralnick, a merchant. of 
Mounds, Ill, later repaying Gural- 
nick from the corporation's re- 
ceipts, including 10 per cent inter- 
est and $75 a week salary as as- 
sistant manager. 

Oberman described himself as 
manager of the store, whose Occu- 
pation it was “to see that every- 
body worked.” His salary was 
$100 a week. An election of Ober- 
man’s business associates as new 
officers of “Kaufman Bros.” was 
held. 

The good name was retained, 
and on Jan. 18, when an involun- 
tary bankruptcy petition was filed, 
the firm of Kaufman Bros. had 
bought $72,000 worth of mercnan- 
dise, had increased its unpaid 
creditors from 30 to 500 in num- 
ber, as is shown in claims filed, 
had accumulated an indebt2iness 
of $78,000 and had assets of cnly 
$28,369. 

President Is Missing. 

Oberman testified that he ‘‘sold” 
$17,000 capital stock to “James 
Carson, a merchant of Denver,” for 
half of the par value, taking a note 
for $8500, which Carson has 1ot 
paid. 

He met Carson at a St. Louis 
hotel, only knew him for 10 weeks 
before the deal and hasn't scen 
him since January, when he re- 
fused payment, the witness told 
Referee Grant, who is seeking Car- 
son as a witness. As _ president, 
Carson drew $100 a week, and the 
only information Referee Grant 
has of him is that he was seen 
one time at the store asleep, with 
his hat over his eyes and his feet 
on a desk. 

Frank C. Baum, Quincy, Ill. be- 
came the new secretary-treasurer 
of Kaufman Bros. Edward R. 
Levin, Detroit, was chosen director. 
Both were former employes of 
Oberman in the sale of bankrupts’ 
merchandise stocks. Each held 
“Kaufman"™ eapital stock and Ober- 
man held their notes. They acted 
as “floor-walkers” at $75 a week 
and both resigned before the 
bankruptsy action “on advice of 
attorney.” Baum testified his cc- 
cupation was “a loafer.” Levin, 
that he was an “advertising man 
and general flunkey.” 

Examination of Oberman dis- 
closed that at the time he was 
manager of Kaufman Bros. he 
was conducting the sale of mer- 
chandise assets in the bankrupt 
“Hamilton Store” at Bloomington, 
Til, and was a petitioning creditor 
who had joined in bringing a bank- 
ruptcy suit against that concern. 

Merchandise Transferred. 

114 likewise owned and was con- 
ducting sales in the Paducah Sal- 
vage Co. and two other stores at 
Paducah, one at Mount Carmel, IL, 
and others at Aledo, DL, and Dyers- 
burg. Tenn. : 

Testimony from the records of 
the Kaufman Bros. recorded that 
merchandise had been transferred 
frcm Oberman's other stores to 
Maufman Bros. for $20,000 and, In 
addition, Kaufman Bros. had paid

was old and out of stwe. He caid

The first of these permissive 
powers gives the people of the city 
and county the opportunity to de- 
termine the form of azhe metropoli- 
tan government, the choices includ- 
ing the time and manner of nomi- 
nation and election or appoint- 
ment and the terms, power, duties 
and compensation of the members 
of the governing body and other 
necessary officers. 

The second gives the metropoli- 
tan government the right to pro- 
vide for the registration of voters 
and the conduct of municipal elec- 
tions and likewise for the consoli- 
dation of the Boards of Election 
Commissioners of the city and 
county into a single board to be 
appointed by the Governor. It like- 
wise provides that if the people de- 
sire and want them, proportional 
representation, nonpartisan nomi- 
nations or preferentia] voting may 
be incorporated in the charter by 
amending it. 

The third provides for the as- 
sessment of property for taxation, 
for the levy and collection of taxes 
and for the officials who are to 
rerform these functions. The met- 
ropolitan plan contemplates sepa- 
rate assessors for St. Louis County 
and the city of St. Louis and like- 
wise separate colleetors. Ths met- 
ropolitan plan further proposes that 
for the purpose of metropolitan 
taxes only there shall be an equal- 
ization of assessments in the city 
and county. However, for all other 
tax purposes the city of St. Louis 
will continue to make its own as- 
sessments and the citizens of St. 
Louis will continue to pay the city, 
State -and school tax on the basis 
of this assessment and likewise the 
people of St. Louis County will pay 
their city, State and school taxes 
on the basis of the assessments 
made by the Assessor elected by 
them. 

Inequality of Assessment. 

Statistics prove that the average 
assessed value of property in St. 
Louis County is between 30 and 
40 per cent of its real value. In 
the city of St. Louis it is between 
590 and 60 per cent of its real val- 
ue. Therefore, in order to have 
the same basis for the payment of 
the expenses of the metropolitan 
government here must be an 
equalized assessment. 

This equalized assessment will be 
determined by a Board of Equali- 
zation, which will consist of repre- 
sentatives from the city and from 
the county. The amendment spe- 
cifically provides: “But for all 
other purposes the assessments 
made in and for the city of St. 
Louis and the area now known as 
the county of St. Louis shall have 
the same effect as if the city of St. 
Louis and the county of St. Louis 
had not peen consolidated.”

As to whether they shall be incorporated in the charter to be 
drafted by the people of the city and county rests with them, for the 
amendment merely gives them the right to use these powers if they

the metropolitan government. The 
metropolitan plan contemplates 
that the Comptroller of the city 
of St. Louis shall be ex-officio the 
Comptroller of the metropolitan 
government and that the Treasurer 
of St. Louis County shall be ex- 
officio treasurer of the metropoli- 
tan government. 

It is also provided that the pow- 
ers and functions transferred to 
the metropolitan government shall 
be exclusively exercised by the 
metropolitan government; that is. 
that the functions of government 
that the metropolitan plan con- 
templates shall be performed by 
the city of Greater St. Louis, name- 
ly, public health, sewers, water, 
parks and playgrounds, through 
highways, libraries, traffic regula- 
tions and planning, shall be con- 
trolled by the metropolitan govern- 
ment, so as to prevent conflict and 
duplication of control. 

This provision of the amend- 
ment is necessairly broad and gen- 
eral in its terms, to make possible 
future transfer of other functions. 


The metropolitan government 
would have the right to establish 
and maintain a separate police 
force to police highways under its 
jurisdiction and in the county dis- 
tricts. This potice force in no 
wise interferes with the _ police 
forces of the city of St. Louis or of 
any of the cities of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. The metropolitan plan con- 
templates a small mobile traffic 
squad for the patrolling of through 
highways and giving police protec- 
tion in the county districts. 

Since caring for parks and play- 
grounds is one of the duties of the 
metropolitan government, the 
amendment further gives to the 
metropolitan government the 
power to acquire and own property 
without the boundaries of the 
greater city. 

Ways, means and methods are 
provided for the acquisition; con- 
struction, maintenance and opera- 
tion of public improvements. Spe- 
cial taxing districts are provided 
upon petition and offer an oppor- 
tunity for public hearing. Likewise, 
the amendment provides for the 
levying of taxes for such improve- 
ments by representatives chosen by 
the people .of such districts. The 
exercise of the power of eminent 
domain and the levying of special 
assessments by the metropolitan 
government or by any municipal or 
county district for the purposes of 
public improvements is also pro- 
vided, as is the payment of such 
assessments in installments and for 
the issuance and sale of special! as- 
sessment bonds by the metropolitan 
government or by any municipal 
district or county district, which 
bonds are payable out of assess- 
ments laid upon the benefited prop-

To Earl Chapin May, who wrote 
“Those Good Old Minstrel Days’ 
for the Elks’ Magazine, December, 
1927, I am indebted for the fol- 
lowing as well as all the minstrel 
history I have at hand: 

“Daddy” Rice was the real fath- 
er of the Negro minstrel. He got 
his idea from hearing an old 
darkey chanting something about a 
mythical person called “Jim 
Crow” on Cincinnati's streets. Rice 
was an obscure, provincial actor, 
but he saw possibilities in ‘Jim 
Crow.” Three months later he saw 
further possibilities when he fell 


He stayed in Pittsburg with his 
song and his original Negro farces 
—of which “Oh, Hush” is still in 
use—for two years. Later he drew 
more money in the Old Bowery 
Theater than any performer of the 
time. Following this New York 
triumph, Rice carried his unique 
characterization to: England, where 
he went just as big. Everybody 
sang or hummed “Jim Crow.” But 
it was a dozen years before genuine 
Negro minstrelsy was born. Daniel 
Decatur Emmett, who reigns im- 
mortal as the author of “Dixie,” 
was a member of our first Negro 
minstrel —

The impromptu quartet went so 
well that a few nights later it ad- 
journed to Bartlett’s billiard room, 
in a hotel known as the Branch, 
opposite the old Bowery Amphi- 
theater, and there, for the first 
time in history, put on a regular 
minstrel show. 

The tryout so encouraged the 
youhg quartet that on Feb. 6, 1843, 
an announcement was made that 
the “novel, grotesque, original and 
surpassingly melodious Ethiopian 
Band entitled “The ' Virginia Min- 
strels’’ would appear. / “Being,” 
the announcement made clear, “an 
exclusively minstrel entertainment 
combining the banjo, violin, bone 
castanets and tambourine, and en- 
tirely exempt from the vulgarities 
and other objectionable features 
which have hitherto characterized 
Negro extravaganzas.” 

Fred Buckley was the composer 
of tear-filling songs we seldom hear 
today—songs bearing such title as 
“We Are Growing Old Together,” 
“I'd Choose to Be a Daisy,” “TI see 
Her Still in My Dreams” and “I'm 
Turning Gray, Dear Katie.” And 
there was Dan Emmett, author of 
“Dixie,"’ who wrote the number for 
Dan Bryant’s Minstrels, which oc- 
cupied Mechanics’ Hall on lower 
Broadway in 1859. 

I shall quote directly from Mr, 
May's article in the Elks Magazine, 
because nowhere have I found any 
one so well informed on this sub- 
ject: 

“When Lew Dockstader died, in 
1924, sad heads were shaken and it 
Was generally declared that min- 
strelsy had died also. It was point- 
ed out that while in its halcyon 
days four or five minstrel com- 
panies held open house in New
